BUTTER. 


The principal adulterations are an excess 
of water, salt, and foreign fats. The latter, 
however, are found in Canadian but- 
ter. The analysis is usually divided in two 
parta, (1) the general examination and analy- 
ait, an (2) the investigation of the fat. The 
priccipal constituents of butter are milk fat, 
with a small and variable quantity of water, 
caseine, and ash, the latter consisting chief- 
ly, but not entirely. of the salt added. By 
far the most important process in the analy- 
sis ofthis article is the examination of fat. 
Oleomargarine is one of the substances used 
as an adulteration, The data by which the 


analyst judges whether p butter consists of 


foreign fats entirely or partly are derived 
from (1) the melting point, (2) the specific 
gravity, (3) the relative proportions of the 
soluble and insoluble fatty acids. Good 
butter should contain not lees than 80 per 
cent of fat. Anything less is evidence of 
adulteration, There is no regular standard 
with regard to the contage of water. 
In those cases in which the fat is below 
80 per cent. the deficiency of fat is neual- 
ly from excess of water, Good batter 

ould contain about 9 per cent. of water, 
and 4 per cent. of salt, but in the adulterat- 
ed article these quant ties are often nearly 
doubled.

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TRE TORPEDO IN Wan. 


—— — 


Views of Hobart Pasha Concerning the 
W — 

Hobart Pasha writes to the London Times 
from Constantinople, as follows: So much 
interest is taken, especially in the naval 
world, in relation to the torpedo question, 
that perhaps I may venture a few remarke 
on the important «experiments that have late- 
ly been made on the Bosphorus with the 
new «reatly improved torptdo of Col. Lay. 
For some years past his majesty the Sultan 
and his naval advisers have been endearoring 
nd every possible means to discover among 
the many inventions now before the public 
ced ee adapted for the defense of the 
Bosphorus and Dardanelles, where the vari- 
ots, uncertain and almost undefinable cur- 
rents require a somewhat different, what I 
may call submarine, weapon of offense and 
detense than that suitable to be used in the 
generality ot harbors of the world. 


The Whitehead torpedo undeniably takes 
the lead as a weapou the best adapted for 
naval warfare —1 the defense of forts where 
there are no strong currents or tides ; but 1 
do not believe that even Mr. Whitehead can 
say that he could, with any prospect of suc. 
cess, attack a vessel moving rapidly through 
a current, or (as in the case of the Bos- 
phorus and Dardanelles) three different cur- 
rents, For example—supposing that the 
Whitehead torpedo were launched from the 
shore, it would immediately meet an edd 
eurrent of from two to three miles speed, 
after twoMor three hundred yards of transit 
it would meet with the main current run- 
ning an uncertain speed of from four to s x 
knots, and if the vessel was hugging tho op- 
posite shore the torpedo would encounter 
another eddy current before reaching the 
object of attack, Common sense tells us 
that the Whitehead torpedo, in spite of its 
great epeed and accuracy of direction, would 
rarely, if ever, under these conditions arrive 
at any satisfactory result. It must always 
be borne in mind that the d of currents, 
in all sea connections and great rivers, 
changes daily, if not hourly, so that no 
reliable calculation can be made in that re- 
apect. 

This being the case, we must look for 
something more effacious for the defense of

hey use ena 4 the Whitehead for marine 
purposes, but they evidently want the Lay 
torpedo for the defense of tile canal between 
Cronstadt and St. Petersburg, where the 
current is strong and where the Whitehead 
would be comparatively useless. 


Let me briefly relate what were the re- 
sults of the Lay torpedo trials here.

pedo on being lannched immediately attained 
the speed of nine knots, and utterly regard- 
leas of currents was steered most admirably 
directly through the opening between the 
boats, proceeded about one hundred yards 
further, turned round, and returned to the 
starting point. There were present at this 
trial several severe critics, such as foreign 
eaval and military attaches, etc., who how. 
ed much wisdom in their criticisms—for ex- 
ample, they remarked (in which I thorough- 
ly agreed with them) that a speed of nine 
knots waa not sufficient, and the torpedo 
was too visible on the surface of the water ; 
but there was only one opinion as to the ac- 
curacy of the steering and the facility with 
which the torpedo was manceuvered in the 
currents. The opinion was to the effect that 
on these points the torpedo was perfect. 
Mr. Lay undertakes, under a heavy penalty, 
to give twelve knots speed, and immerse the 
screw sufficiently to prevent it being open 
to attack while in motion, in which case, I 
think, Mr. Lay will merit to be warmly 
congratulated en the great success which 
will inevitably result to his invention. 
Without in any way interfering with the 
rapid advance of the Whitehead 1 aa 
a weapon of naval warfare, Mr. Lay has now 
—eupposing always that he is able to main. 
tain his guarantee of speed and immersion 
shown that in large rivers and estuaries, 
where currents and tides are strong and 
changeablo as to specd, the Lay torpsde 
would be most efficacious, inasmuch aa it 
can be guided unseen through and indepen 
dent of any current.

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ON FIRE AT AEA. 


The steamer Donan, of the Bremen line, 
reached New York Monday morning after 8 
thirteen e trum Gouthampton. 
She had on board 


been exposed to imminent peril from a fire 
which broke oot in the cargo on Wednemtiay 
last from some undiscovered cause, but 
which was extinguished with no damage to 
human life. The narrative of the dcourrence, 
as from the officers, takes the 
following shape : 

It was near midnight on Wednesday and 
the gers had nearly all retired to 
their berths when a smell of burning material 
began to pervade the cabin. The watch 
also noticed smoke curling up through the 
timbers, and by the time the carpenter had 
been summoued and eet to work hunting u 
the cause of it a volume was rolling throug 
the passages below deck. Fcra while it was 
difficult to locate the fire. ‘The amoke was 
issuing from several vents, but soon it came 
pouring up through the ventilat ng shaft 
running to the steerage deck, and then the 
carpenter found that it came from a com- 
partment where the cargo was stored. The 
alarm was at once given, but extreme caution 
had to be used. There were 356 passengers 
on the vessel. Some were in the cabin, but 
the steerage was fairly filled with immi- 
grants, mostly Hungarian peasants, unused 
to the sea, and liable to take fright and 
precipitate a panic. They were mostly 
asleep. But soon the smoke would fill their 
eabin, and in the alarm of their awakening 
no end of dreadful contingencies were to be 
anticipated. Capt. Ring thought of them 
early and took precautions to preserye order 
and insure temporary safety. But firet the 
fire had to be ferreted out and its extent 
ascertained. This was not easy. The fun. 
nel of the ventilating shaft, which indicated 
that it was on the steerage deck revealed no 
more. It was only after tumbling about

New Conclusions of a German Medica! 
Commission. 


A medical commission, which was appoint - 
in Germany to study certain 
ting to the construction of

schoo! buildings, made an interestin 
report, a step in advancs in that branch 0 
science. Inthe matter of ventilation we 
find that tho members of the commission 
‘agree with all the other experts who have 
investigated the subject, in increasing the 
quantity of fresh air which is to be regarded 
as essential to health. It is but a short time 
since a thousand feet of air per hour for 
each pupil was regarded as an extremely 
liberal theoretical allowance for healthy 
children, and in practice in this country, at 
least, & room in which a hundred and fifty 
or two hundred feet per hour is actuall 
supplied to each person is regarded as 

mirably ventilated. Now, however, thoas 
who have long submitted to bo accused of 
foolish «xtravagance in inristing that this 
is an inadequats allowance may cite the 
authority ot the German doctors, who set 
two thousand one hundred and twenty eu- 
bie feet per hour for each pupil as the mini- 
mum quantity of fresh air to be supplied. 
In the best arranged ventilated shatee, of 
metal, fitted with ges flames, stoves, or 
other artificial mears for promoting the 
draught, the upward current will occasion- 
ally seach a velocity of a thousand feet per 
minute in cold weather, although the aver- 
age is rarely more than five hundred feet 
and generally much lese; so that a room 


* 


containing sixty pupils shoul have an outlet 
shaft of four square feet or more in sectiunal 
area to be even capable of such ventilation 
an pronounced essential. In regard to lig st- 
ing, the new commission totally denies and 
rejects the famous theory of unilateral illu- 
mination, following in this respect the 
French authorities, who began to call it in 
question a year or so ago. In the language 
of the report, it is practically impossible, 
even with lofty an narrow rooms, to obtain 
sufficient light by this method. In cases 
where openings can only be made in one 
wall, the report requires that the width of 
of the piers between the windows shall not 
exceed three-fourths of that of the windows 
themselves, and that the width of the room 
hall not be more than five feet greater than 
the heighth of the windows, Which would 
restrict it in such cases to about eighteen 
feet as a maximum. Lighting from two 
sides being then required under all ordinary 
circumstances, it is advised that the windows 
should be i: the opposite walls, on the right 
and left of the pupils as seated. Light from 
the rear is admissible, but it is not resom- 
mended, and windows facing the pupils are 
prohibited. Walls of neighboring buildings 
painted white and reflecting the sunshine 
into the schoolroom are very injurious, and 
the owners should be persuaded or obliged 
to paint them u dark color. The inside 
face of the walls of the school-room itself is 
to be painted pale blue or bluish white, and 
the ceiling pure white. Artificial light 
should be used without hesitation on dark 
or short days, it is more dangerous to work 
by insufficient daylight than by gaslight. 
Argand bnrners are preferable, as giving a 
steadier light, and ground-glass globes are 
objectionable on account of the ge pro- 
portion of light whick they absorb. — Ameri.
